Suspect 
posted violent 
manifesto

Anders Behring Breivik 
posted a 1,500 -page anti- 
Islamic manifesto, written 
in English, on Frida}^ de- 
scribing his violent philos- 
ophy and how he planned 
his onslaught and made 
Breivik explosives. 

The killings would draw 
attention to the manifesto titled “2 083 -A Eu- 
ropean Declaration of Independence,” Breivik 
wrote. 

“Once you decide to strike, it is better to kill 
too many than not enough, or you risk reducing 
the desired ideological impact of the strike,” he 
added. 

The manifesto posted by Breivik, a self-de- 
scribed founding member of a modern Knights 
Templar organization, hints at a wider conspiracy 
of self-appointed crusaders and shows a mind in- 
fluenced by the fantasy imagery of online gaming. 

“The order is to serve as an armed Indigenous 
Rights Organisation and as a Crusader Move- 
ment [anti-Jihad movement},” he writes in the 
document, chunks of which are cut and pasted 
from other far-right, anti-Islam documents on 
the Internet. 

Breivik says he is not against immigrants who 
integrate and reserves a lot of his fury for a lib- 
eral European political establishment he views as 
promoting Europe’s destruction. 

He hints at a wider conspiracy in the docu- 
ment, saying the Knights Templar, a medieval 
order of crusading warrior monks, had been re- 
constituted in London in 2002. 

Breivik attacks the “Islamic colonisation and 
Islamisation of Western Europe” and the “rise of 
cultural Marxism/multiculturalism.” 

A video posted on YouTube called “Knights 
Templar 2083” showed pictures of Breivik, in- 
cluding one of him in a scuba diving outfit point- 
ing an automatic weapon.

Norway mourned on Sunday the 93 people 
killed in a shooting spree and car bomb- 
ing by a Norwegian who saw his attacks as 
“atrocious, but necessary” to defeat liberal 
immigration policies and the spread of Is- 
lam. 

In his first comment via a lawyer since his 
arrest, Anders Behring Breivik, 32, said he 
wanted to explain himself at a court hearing 
Monday about extending his custody 

“He has said that he believed the actions 
were atrocious, but that in his head they 
were necessary” Geir Lippestad said. 

The lawyer said Breivik had admitted to 
Friday’s shootings at a Labour party youth 
camp and the bombing that killed seven 
people in Oslo’s government district a few 
hours earlier. 

However, “he feels that what he has 
done does not deserve punishment,” Lip- 
pestad told NRK public TV. 


“What he has said is that he wants a 
change in society and in his understanding, 
in his head, there must be a revolution.” 

Oslo’s acting police chief, Sveinung 
Sponheim, confirmed to reporters that 
Breivik would be able to speak to the 
court. It was not clear whether the hearing 
would be closed or public. 

“He has admitted to the facts of both 
the bombing and the shooting, although 
he’s not admitting criminal guilt,” Spon- 
heim said, adding that Breivik had said he 
acted alone. 

Police were checking this because some 
witness statements from the island spoke 
of more than one gunman, Sponheim said. 

The violence, Norway’s worst since 
World War II, has profoundly shocked the 
usually peaceful nation of 4.8 million. 

King Harald and Prime Minister Jens 
Stoltenberg were among mourners at a ser- 
vice in Oslo cathedral, where the premier 


spoke emotionally about the victims, some 
of whom he knew. 

“This represents a national tragedy,” he 
said. 

Tearful people placed flowers and 
candles outside the cathedral. Soldiers 
with guns and wearing bulletproof vests 
blocked streets leading to the government 
district. 

Police said Breivik surrendered when 
they arrived on the small island of Utoya 
in a lake northwest of Oslo after he had 
shot dead at least 85 people, mostly young 
people attending a summer camp of the 
youth wing of Norway’s ruling Labour 
Party 

About 650 people were on the island 
when Breivik, wearing a police uniform, 
opened fire. Police said it took them an 
hour from when they were first alerted to 
stop the massacre, the worst by a single 
gunman in modern times.

Giving the gadgets a break couid be good for you

You feel lost without your smartphone. You use your tablet for everything. You need your 
laptop. 

Even on vacation and away from the office, you can’t let your gadgets out of your grip. 
Is it a habit or addiction? 


That depends on a variety of factors, according to experts. But the need to stay connect- 
ed can affect your health, your success at work and your love life. Even though Internet 
addiction is not recognized in the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders, 
known as the psychiatrist’s bible, it is a very real problem, experts say 
More than one-third of college students need to have their digital devices at their finger- 
tips almost constantly In fact, 38 percent said they could not go more than 10 minutes with- 
out checking in with a tech device, according to survey results of more than 500 students 
released this year by CourseSmart, which provides eTextbooks and digital course materials. 


And even as far back as five years ago, signs of the 
gadget effect were presenting themselves. A Stanford 
University study in 2006 found more than one out 
of eight Americans reported it was hard to stay away 
from the Internet for several days at a time — one sign 
of problematic use. 

“I am not surprised as most people check their 
devices with great frequency— it does not mean they 
are all addicted, just dependent upon the technol- 
ogy” said Kimberly Young, founder and director of 
the Center for Internet Addiction Recovery 

“The real issue is to clinically look at how the dis- 
order impacts a person’s life— is this something that 
a person can’t break away from, destroys marriages, 
etc. That is, how intense is the behavior?” 

Internet addiction, defined as a compulsive behav- 
ior that interferes with normal living, has negative 
consequences ranging from job loss to anti-social 
isolation, experts said. An intense gadget connection 
falls under that umbrella. 

Some people may not realize they are becoming 
addicted, said Hilarie Cash, executive director of 
reSTART Internet Addiction Recovery Program. 
There may not be a strong driver, such as loneliness 
or anxiety to the addiction, she said. For example, 
they can be drawn into the addiction because they 
are curious about who sent them a tweet or email and 


what it says, she said. Satisfying their curiosity can be 
rewarding. 

Signs that the behavior has crossed the line into 
addiction include feeling preoccupied with the In- 
ternet and getting a sort of high from computer and 
online activities. Other symptoms are craving more 
time on the digital device and feeling guilty ashamed, 
anxious or depressed from the behavior. 

Two years ago. Cash founded an in-patient In- 
ternet recovery center in Washington. “We do have 
to think in harm reduction and moderation rather 
than abstinence because it’s not realistic in this day 
and age for people to be completely abstinent from 
digital media,” she said. One step could be trading a 
smartphone for a cellphone without texting and In- 
ternet capabilities. 

So how can the average person dial back the 
digital connection? 

Cash advises powering off your personal 
tech gadgets after using them for a total of 
two hours a day Turn off notifications and 
disable sounds so you won’t be alerted 
when a text or an email arrives at your 
inbox. Lastly get on a schedule. Set 
a specific time aside to check for 
messages.

“Our recommenda- 
tion is always there 
are ways to use these 
devices at a different 
time. You can DVR 
your TV shows and 
watch them earlier 
in the day. Your com- 
puter and cellphone 
will store your mes- 
sages. You can get 
back to people,’’ said 
James Wyatt, director 
of the Sleep Disorders 
Service and Research 
Center at Rush 
University Medical 
Center. 

Tech tip: Remove 
as many of these 
devices from the 
bedroom as you can, 
Wyatt said. They can 
interfere with sleep 
directly (for exam- 
ple, when an audible 
alert awakes you) 
and indirectly (their 
mere presence sends 
cues to the brain 
that you should be 
awake, pushing back 
bedtimes). 


When drivers are 
looking at their 
phones, that means 
their eyes aren’t on 
the road. And that 
inattention to driving 
can be deadly. 

But many can’t re- 
sist the urge to pick 
up their phone and 
talk, dial or text-while 
driving. 

It’s illegal to text 
while driving in 
Illinois since 
Jan. 1,2010. 
Since 
2005, 
drivers 
on cell- 
phones 
in 

Chicago 
faced a tick- 
et for not using 
a hands-free device. 

A Virginia Tech 
Transportation 
Institute study in 
2009 found texting 
drivers are 23 times 
more likely to get into 
a crash than drivers 
who were not dis- 
tracted. Texting driv- 
ers had their eyes 
off the road for 
4.6 seconds, which 
was equal to the time 
it would take to drive 
down a football field 
at 55 mph. 

Tech tip: Put down 
the phone while driv- 
ing. The National 
Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
said using a hands- 
free device does not 
mean it is risk-free. 
Whether it is hands- 
free or hand-held, a 
cellphone is a 
major distrac- 
tion and 
affects a 
driver’s 
perfor- 
mance, 
the 

NHTSA 
said citing 
available re- 
search. The 
driver still can 
miss key visual and 
audio cues to avoid a 
crash. 


Using your tech gadgets 
can take a toll on your body. 
Fingers punch the keyboard 
or tap the screen. Eyes get 
fixed on the small font. 

One major problem 
is computer vision 
syndrome, said 
Louise Sclafani, 
associate profes- 
sor in the section 
of ophthalmology 
at the University 
of Chicago Medical 
Center. 

Reading a text on 
the phone, for ex- 
ample, requires using 
an eye muscle to change 
your focus. It’s good to work 
that eye muscle, but using it 
all the time means it’s con- 
stantly contracted, she said. 
Some believe that can make 
it hard to relax and can tem- 
porarily blur distance vision. 

Eyes don’t blink as much 
when reading on a com- 
puter or phone, and that can 
cause dry eye syndrome, 
Sclafani said. Symptoms in- 
clude a scratchy, gritty feel- 
ing and blurred vision. 

Another problem is repet- 
itive strain disorder, which is 
caused by overusing mus- 
cles, tendons and ligaments, 
said Richard Ezgur, owner 
of Progressive Chiropractic 
Wellness Center in Lakeview. 
It results in strain and 
inflammation. 

For example, often punch- 
ing the small buttons on 
a smartphone can strain 
the hand, wrist or forearm. 
Carpal tunnel syndrome 
can be caused by traumatic 
injury or by repetitive strain. 
Symptoms may include 
mild to severe pain, numb- 
ness, tingling, weakness or 
swelling, he said. 
Tech tip: Every 
half hour, look 
away from the 
device and 
take a two- to 
three-minute 
break to gaze 
into the dis- 
tance, Sclafani 
said. Avoid squint- 
ing, which causes 
wrinkles. Take micro 
breaks of 20 to 30 seconds 
every 20 to 30 minutes to 
move the hands around, 
Ezgur said. 


How do gadgets affect 
your love life? 

“Digital devices are 
great for life overall. 
It certainly 
made our 
lives more 
conve- 
nient 
and ef- 
ficient. In 
regards 
to the dat- 
ing world, 
use text and 
email appropri- 
ately,’’ said Bela 
Gandhi, founder of 
smarldatingacademy. 
com in Chicago. 

For online dating, 
exchange three to five 
emails before talking on 
the phone, she said. By 
listening to the tone of 
their voice, daters can 
tell whether that person 
is upbeat and positive. 

Her advice when it 
comes to asking some- 
one on a date is to call 
them. Texts are subject 
to interpretation. Texting 
somebody too much 
can be seen as 
needy or poten- 
tially desper- 
ate, she said. 

Tech tip: i 

When on a 
date, put the 
phones away 
unless you’re a 
single parent who 
needs to be on 
standby or you 
have a job that 
requires you to 
be on call 24/7, she said. 
“If you want to develop 
a connection with some- 
body and get them to 
like you, give them your 
undivided attention. You 
can’t do that if the phone 
in front of you is blinking 
and vibrating,’’ Gandhi 
said. 


The majority of work- 
place disruptions come 
from digital distractions, 
according to a survey 
done in March by social 
email provider harmon. 
ie. 

Such interruptions 
can affect productivity. 
The survey showed 53 
percent of employees 
waste at least one hour a 
day because of all types 
of distractions. That hour 
comes out to $10,375 in 
wasted productivity per 
person, per year, assum- 
ing an average salary of 
$30 an hour, the survey 
said. 

Even at meetings, the 
survey showed, workers 
will tune out to answer 
an email, tweet or up- 
date their status on a 
social network. 

Being preoccupied 
with tech gadgets can 
hinder an employee’s 
success at work, said 
Brad Karsh, president of 
JB Training Solutions, a 
Chicago-based work- 
place training and 
employee de- 
velopment 
company. 

If work- 
ers are 
using 
phones 
right be- 
fore or after 
meetings, 
they aren’t cre- 
ating relation- 
ships with other 
employees or su- 
pervisors. Such relation- 
ships could factor into 
promotions later, he said. 
Besides, executives may 
assume a younger em- 
ployee is playing instead 
of doing work on his or 
her phone, he said. 

Tech tip: Turn off the 
mobile device at the 
office unless business 
needs you to be on it, 
Karsh said. That way 
there won’t be an alarm 
or ringing phone in 
the middle of a meet- 
ing. Shut it off when on 
vacation or tell work to 
email you only at your 
personal email account if 
it’s urgent.

Chicagoan brings air guitar competitors to their knees at Metro

Justin Howard left it all on stage Saturday 
night— including some of his own blood— 
before being crowned America’s top air guitar- 
ist. 

The 27-year-old Chicago resident roclced 
Metro and the panel of judges at the U.S. Air 
Guitar National Finals, beating nearly two 
dozen of the country’s top air rockers for the 
right to represent the U.S. at next month’s 
1 6th annual Air Guitar World Championships 
in Oulu, Finland, where he will battle champi- 
ons from more than 20 other countries. 

A four- time winner of the Chicago regional 
championship, Howard— known onstage 
as Nordic Thunder— unleashed his signa- 
ture hare-knee power slide in Saturday’s final 
round, shredding his knees and feet as well as 


his imaginary instrument. 

“My power move is my knee slide,” said 
Howard, who lives in Ukrainian Village and 
works as a video editor for Rotary Interna- 
tional in Evanston when he’s not sliding across 
a stage in a loincloth made of leather and hair 
weaves, his long, black hair flying behind him. 
“Pain is temporary Air guitar is forever. I live 
by that motto, and it paid off tonight.” 

While some air rockers rely on flashy rou- 
tines and death-defying stunts to wow the 
crowd, Howard said he knew his familiar knee 
slide likely would bring down the house Sat- 
urday 

“I showed people that you can win an air 
guitar contest at a national level without hav- 
ing to climb speaker towers or do backflips,” 
he said. “I stayed true to my style and just 


played my air guitar and it worked out.” 

Chicago has become an undeniable force in 
the world of air guitar. 

Not only did the city host the national finals 
for the first time Saturday, but five of the fi- 
nalists were from the city, including last year’s 
national champion, Romeo DanceCheetah— 
otherwise known as Matt Cornelison, 29, a 
video producer from Wicker Park. 

There will be room for a new champion 
next year, however. Just moments after win- 
ning his title Saturday, Howard said he plans 
to retire from competitive air guitar after the 
world championships. 

“I think that the air guitar [world] title 
needs to be here,” he said. “I want to bring it 
home and hang up the leathers and be done 
with competing.”

In western New York, two grandmothers 
became the state’s first legally wed same- 
sex couple, one month after Gov Andrew 
Cuomo signed a law making New York the 
nation’s sixth, and largest, state to allow gay 
marriage. 

Kitty Lambert, 54, and Cheryle Rudd, 
53, of Buffalo, N.Y., were married just after 
midnight at Niagara Falls’ State Park’s Luna 
Island, with the traditional honeymoon 


capital Niagara Falls as a backdrop. 

Lambert, an art gallery manager, choked 
up during the religious service, answering 
“Yes, yes, yes!” when asked if she was mak- 
ing the choice of her own free will. 

“We’re achieving that real American 
dream to be treated like everybody else and 
be protected under all those laws,” Lambert 
said later. 

In New York City, couples and their fam- 
ilies and friends formed a line around the 
block to be wed at Manhattan’s marriage 
bureau. 

The first to be married were Phyllis Sie- 
gel, 77, and Connie Kopelov, 84. The cou- 



ple, who have been together for 23 years, 
emerged triumphant from the city clerk’s 
office, and Kopelov, in a wheelchair, bran- 
dished their marriage certificate as a crowd 
of supporters cheered. 

Officials, expecting a rush of gay couples 
wanting to get married, initially set a lottery 
capping the number of marriages Sunday to 
764 couples but later accepted all 823 cou- 
ples across all five city boroughs. 

Douglas Robinson, 60, and Michael El- 
sasser, 56, said they were particularly happy 
because their two adopted sons, Zachary 
and Justin, were there to support them as 
they got married.

The thing about 6o feet, 

6 inches is that it’s farther than 
it looks.

I’d often wondered how 
those non-celebrities wind up 
on the mound before the game. 

You know whom I’m talking 
about: the people who throw 
out their own first pitches 
before the celebrity of the day 
takes the mound to throw out 
the REAL first pitch. The short answer is that they’re 
usually guests of corporate sponsors of the Cubs. I was 
asked to throw out the first pitch by BP, which had its

The other thing about throwing out the first pitch is 
that no matter how good your mechanics might be, no 
matter how much ball you played in high school or how 
many games of hot box you play in your neighborhood, 
you will probably wind up looking like an uncoordi- 
nated amateur at the big moment.

The end is near 

Report: Players will vote Monday to approve 10-year NFL labor deal 

According to an ESPN report, the NFL Players Asso- 
ciation and the league have reached an agreement on 
the remaining points in a proposed lo-year collective 
bargaining agreement. 

The report, citing unnamed sources from both sides, 
said the NFLPA is planning a major news conference 
Monday and that the player representatives’ executive 
committee is flying to Washington for a Monday vote. 

If the committee votes to approve the CBA— rati- 
fied Thursday by NFL owners —the agreement will be 
put to a vote of player reps from the 32 teams. 

Assuming the CBA clears those hurdles, players will 
vote on it Wednesday at their team headquarters. If the 
CBA passes by a majority vote, teams can begin con- 
tract talks with their own free agents and rookies. 

That would set the stage for free agency and training 
camps to start Saturday 

The owners approved the new CBA in a 31-0 vote 


Thursday, with Oakland abstaining. But several player 
representatives were upset with some changes to the 
final proposal and after a conference call that night de- 
cided to take time to understand all the details before 
taking their own vote. 

The deal would cap team payrolls at about $120 mil- 
lion this season, with players receiving another $22 mil- 
lion or so in benefits, according to a copy of the agree- 
ment released by the NFL. The players must receive at 
least 47 percent of the league’s revenue, projected at a 
record $9.3 billion in 2011, throughout the 10 years of 
the package. 

The agreement also would include a rookie pay scale 
that limits how much teams can spend on first-year 
players. Current players may stay in the league’s medi- 
cal plan for life and will have more days off, with fewer 
offseason practices. The deal also would provide be- 
tween $900 million and $i billion for retiree benefits.

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Why big isn't always 
better for some bars 
and restaurants

While popular spots such as Hopleaf in An- 
dersonville and Logan Square’s Lula Cafe are 
undergoing expansions to serve more hungry 
and thirsty customers, some bar and restau- 
rant owners are doing the opposite. They’re 
going small. Really small, in the case of for- 
mer Lockwood chef Phillip Foss and his new 
restaurant El, which seats, at most, lo people. 

Foss, whose main gig for the past year has 
been running his fleet of Meatyballs Mobile 
food trucks around town, dreamed up the 
concept for this tiny upscale eatery But the 
idea didn’t occur to him until he realized he 
would be getting a full restaurant license for 
his Meatyballs prep kitchen, which used to be 
a catering space. 

With a license, Foss reasoned, he could 
continue to cook and package food-truck fare 
by day and run a restaurant— something that 
would let him cook whatever uber-creative 
cuisine he wanted to— from the very same 
space at night. 

“Lightning kind of struck,” he said. “I was 
like, OK, we’re going to be a fine-dining res- 
taurant.” 

El, named as a nod to both the city’s train 
system and Foss’ original, ever-expanding idea 
of offering an elevated lunch concept via food 
truck, opened July 7. It’s BYOB and serves 
a single $125 multicourse menu once each 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday night at 7. (Res- 
ervations are booked through elideas.com.) 

In an era when big often is considered astro- 
nomically better, particularly in the nightlife 
industry Foss isn’t the only one thinking small. 

“It’s an opportunity to give people a higher 
level of service than they would experience 
in a larger venue,” said Mark Liberson, who 
owns Hydrate in Boystown and recently 
opened Elixir, a nearby craft cocktail lounge

that’s one-fifth Hydrate’s size. Liberson tries 
to keep the bar at least 10 shy of its occupancy 
limit by only allowing 40 patrons at a time. 

“Some of our drinks combine egg whites, 
herbs, fresh juices,” Liberson said. “People 
can enjoy a menu that is very detail-oriented 
and labor-intensive.” 

Elixir’s bartenders are able to spend time 
sharing insider info about each drink with 
customers, which just isn’t possible in a high- 
volume bar. 

At El, Foss and former Kith & Kin chef An- 
drew Brochu chat with diners about each dish 
after it’s been plated and served. 

“I’m shaking the hands of people as they’re 
coming in the door,” Foss said. “That’s one 
reason I fell in love with food trucks— because 
you have that face-to-face communication.” 

A small space also can provide greater cre- 
ative control— a huge selling point to some 
chefs. 

“I can really turn up the notch on qual- 
ity” said Mark Mendez, who used to work 
at 600 -plus seat Carnivale in the West Loop 
and plans to open Uva, a 60 -seat, Spanish- 
influenced eatery in the same neighborhood

in September. 

At Carnivale, Mendez had a staff of 50, 
including three sous chefs. At Uva, he’U have 
no sous chef and a staff of five or six— and he 
doesn’t mind a bit. 

‘At bigger places, it’s really hard to get away 
from the computer,” he said. “You’re making 
an Excel spreadsheet and thinking, ‘This is 


not very exciting, I’m in the kitchen, I should 
be working.’ ” 

Prep time also can be hard to come by if 
your dining room seats dozens upon dozens. 

“{When you have] to cook for 100 people, 
you don’t have time to clean every single 
gooseberry” Foss said. “We do. As a chef, 
that’s what it’s about. We’re able to take those 
extra steps and aim for perfection.” 

Foss’ microrestaurant concept sure seems 
like an early hit; at press time, it was booked 
through August, despite being located just 
west of Pilsen in an area some caU Douglas 
Park and others call Lawndale. 

“It’s not that hard to get to, but people don’t 
know what neighborhood we’re really in,” Foss 
said. “But that, to me, adds to the allure.”

Soul singer’s family 
pleads for privacy, space

The family of Amy Winehouse sought privacy from 
the public eye Sunday one day after the youngs bee- 
hive-haired soul singer’s untimely death, which sent 
fans rushing to download her songs in remembrance. 

The “Rehab” singer was found dead at her London 
home Saturday, becoming the latest in a grim tally of 
music superstars who died at the seemingly cursed 
age of 27. 

“Our family has been left bereft by the loss of Amy 
a wonderful daughter, sister, niece. She leaves a gap- 
ing hole in our lives,” her family said in a statement* 
“We are coming together to remember her, and we 
would appreciate some privacy and space at this ter- 
rible time.” 

Police say it is too early to speculate on how Wine- 
house died and an autopsy will not be conducted 
before Monday morning, but Wnehouse’s struggle 
with alcohol and drug addiction were well docu- 
mented. 

Her best known song, the booming “Rehab,” from 
the 2006 album “Back to Black,” bore witness to her 
doomed struggle to get clean. Her death at 27 puts 
her in the company of musicians such at Kurt Co- 
bain andjimi Hendrix ,who died at the same age. 

In many cases the musicians’ posthumous fame 
has surpassed the success they enjoyed in their ca- 
reer, with their recordings still selling and enjoyed by 
a new audience. 

That may be the case for Winehouse, considered 
by some as among the most talented singers of her 
generation, who leaves only a slim set of recordings 
showcasing her talent* Already, her music was at the 
top of the iTunes U*K. charts Sunday* 

The sales surge mirrors the 2009 example of Mi- 
chael Jackson, whose songs leapt to the top of the 
charts after his death. 

Jackson’s estate is estimated to have generated 
more than S310 million from album sales and spin- 
offs since the “'I'hriller” singer died two years ago. 
Jackson also struggled with drug addiction during 
his life, and his death was principally caused by an 
overdose of a powerful anesthetic, propofol.
